2 . CLAIM 

A mouse type coordinates input apparatus providing, within the mouse body, a ball 
which can freely rotate for 

the desired rotating axis, dividing rotation of said ball in the two directions crossing in 
orthogonal and transferring a signal to a computer depending on the amounts of respective 
rotations, wherein the mouse body is provided with an infrared transmitting means for 
radiating the infrared which is modulated by the signal depending on the amount of rotation 
of said ball, an infrared receiving means for receiving and modulating the infrared radiated 
from said infrared transmitting means is provided to a computer through cable connection 
and the signal can be transmitted by radio to the computer from the mouse body.
